If I am going to be pro se I'd like very much a copy of what I asked you 
for, the filstrict case tliat went up on appeal where someone in the government 
wqs sued for failing to perform officially assigned duties and if it is not too 
much trouble, the law or laws. 

I am inclined to believe that if I file I ought get away from the DC circuit 
so I'll use Baltimore. Unless you recommend otherwise.
